Work of the firemen was hindered by
the dense clouds of smoke, Sinoke hel-
mets were of little avall, and for sey-
eral hours the men braved death fighting
the fire and saving comreades, many of
whom were overcome, and nfter being
resuscitnted nearby, returned to work,

The pile of woolen and cotton bales
